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(C) UN AMIR COMMANDER GEN. DAL LAI RE IS REQUESTING A 
MINIMUM OF TWO MECHANIZED BATTALIONS. HE CITES THE NEED 
FOR OVERWHELMING FORCE WHEN UN AMIR TAKES OVER THE FRENCH 
ZONE, DUE TO HUTU HOSTILITY TOWARD UN AMIR BASED ON THE 
BELIEF THAT UNAMIR IS A RECONNAISSANCE FORCE FOR THE 
RPF. (KAMPALA 5838) 

(U) DART IN BUJUMBURA REPORTS THAT BURUNDI REMAINS TENSE
